Doctor 
“Carries On” 


Plain Duty Seen and Perform- 
ed Without Blare of 
Trumpets 


“At least once each year editorial 
writers find opportunity to mourn the 
passing of the country doctor. The 
idea spreads inkily across the land, 
and sooner or later the country doc- 
tor reads it,” writes Karl Detzer in 
the “North American Review.” 

“Of course, it amuses him; annoys 
him a little, perhaps. Observing him- 
self in the glass, he admits that he 
does ‘look a little tired (there was 
that diptheria scare late in the fall 
when he couldn't get much sleep), 
but he is far fram dead. 

“These are good editorials for the 
most part, well written and full of 
homely. philosophy. Their only flaw 
is that they start. from a_ false 
premise. The country doctor ia not 
passing, As fitty-dne million rural 
citizens know, he is doing business 
at the old stand jist as faithfully as 
he did when father was a boy. And 
he has no intention of quitting. Of 
course, he -has lost the Inxuriant and 


jaweinspiring set of whiskers which 


were an integral part of an M.D, 
diploma. He has lost faith in whisky- 
uinine as a last resort In all mys- 
ous fils, But what of it? So has 
the city lost ita old-fashioned horse 
car, the old-fashioned moustache cup. 
Let us be of good cheer. 
“Tt ja ttue that the old-fashioned 
elty doctor is out of the picture. He 
has been succeeded, legitimately, by 
the specialist; But there has been 
no such succession In the country.

The disease is des- 
cribed and its advance in the crop 
pictured in Pamphlet No. 105 publish- 
ed by the Department of Agriculture 


control that no potato grower need 
suffer serious loss that reads the 
pamphlet. The planting of Dominion 
certified seed potatoes is perhaps the 
surest recaution to be taken. Seed 
of this kind is now obtainable from’ 
growers who have their crop inspect-; 
ed and passed by the Dominion Bot-: 
anist. Seed that is doubtful may be 
made safe by immersing it for two 
hours in a solution of one pint of 
formalin to thirty gallons of water. 
Mr, D. J. MacLeod, the author of this 
pamphlet, recommends delaying the' 
planting until the soil ts sufficiently 
warmed and free of surplus moisture. 
to work well. The treatment of the 
seed should be delayed until just be- 
fore planting time. 


A Destructive Disease ‘of the Potato | 

One of the worst diseases to which | 
potatoes are subject is known as 
black leg which not only reduces the 
yield by injuring the plants before | 
they preduce tubers but also causes, 
the soft rot of the affected surviving 
crop. The first appearance of the 
disease in the field is a yellowing and 
stunted appearance of the vines. Th 
some cases the vines do not even 
reach this #tage as the sprouts are 
destroyed before they reach the sur- 
face of the ground. Affected plants 
may appear early in July and continue | 
to make their appearance until late 
in Auguat. Diseased plants are some- 
what stunted and quite cohspicious, 
even at a distance by their sickly, 
appearance, In severe cases the up- 
per leaves may assume somewhat of 
a metallic lustre and a tendency to be 
dwarfed with a rolling upwards of the 
margins of the leaflets. The disease 
is fully described in Pamphlet No. 105 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa, written by D. J. MacLeod, 
pathologist at the Fredericton, New 
Brunswick, laboratory of the Botanical 
Division of the Experimental Farms. 
According to this authority infection 
may take place late in the season and 
may not be noticed even when the 
crop is harvested, When this occurs 
infected tubers may be stored along 
with healthy stock. Careful inspec- 
tion, however ,at this time may show 
a brown discoloration in the tissues 
particularly at the stem end, which 
has received the infection from the 
growing stalk to which it was at- 
tached, The decay associated with 
disease if of the soft rot type in 
which the color of affected tissues 
ragges from nearly normal to brown 
| and ‘black, The disease spreads in 
the bin as the season advances. 
Measures that may be used to control 
| the disease at planting time are given 
in the pamphlet. A matter of first 
importance ia to use healthy seed now 
obtainable as certified from growers 
who have had their seed inspected, 
when growing in the fields and in 
storage. By careful examination ot 
the seed from other sources one may) 
detect evidence of decay Or discolor: | 
ation.

Bucharest—-Rumania’s celebration 
of the tenth anniversary of liberation 
from Turkish rule and unification a 
a nation had, as a chief feature on the 
third day of the festivities; the open- 
ing of the art-and industrial! exhibits, 
a gala. performance at the national 
theatre and a great military review, 
watched by the boy King, the Queen 
Mother, the Regents, diplomats and 
100,000 people. 

Fifty years ago the two chief Ru- 
manian provinces were freed from 
Turkey as a result of the Russo-Turk- 
ish war, while at the close of the 
World War, Bessarabia was freed 
from Russia, Bukovina from Austria 
and Transylvania from Hungary, all 
of which were joined in forming 
Greater Rumania. - 

Since then the state has faced the 
difficult problem of unifying racial 
groups which had been separated for 
centuries, of social reform, economic 
recovery, assimilation of minorities 
and national defence. 

On the whole, much progress has 
been made, and the present National 
Peasant Goverament under Juliu 
Maniu, which came to power last No- 
vember, representing the agricultural 
and democratic elements, in introduc- 
ing improvements in every department 
of national life. . The presence of 
mahy Rumanians from America as 
gueats of the Rumanian state has 
brought expressions of good will to- 
ward America prominently into the 
celebrations.

How a woman was introduced to 
the inner cirele of pickpockets, shop- 
breakers and housebreakers, and how 
she formed a club from among its 
mémbers is the story_of Miss Mar- 
jorie Evan Thomas and the “League 
of the Straight Road.” Nine years 
ago Miss Thomas met an ex-burglar 
when she was helping the Y.M.C.A. 
after the war. The burglar had done 
well as a soldier, but he was going 
batk to his job—of burgling—for he 
had no other; he had been in and out 
of prison all his life. What else could 
he do? he asked Miss Evan Thomas, 
and she set herself to solve the prob- 
lem, He wanted to go straight, and 
she would help him to find employ- 
ment. He introduced her to his pals 
—other pickpockets and burglars— 
and she knew that she had been ad- 
mitted to a circle it takes ‘ordinary 
people some 15 years to enter.

Science and Health 


“The old cry used to be: ‘The 
greatest happiness of the greatest 
number’, today the cry has been 
changed to the greatest health of the 
greatest number; take care of the 
health and: the happiness will take 
care of itself,” writes Professor D. 
Fraser Harris in the Clarion. . 

“The young people should not be 
brought up to believe that science 
does not concern itself with the 
practical details of our personal dally 
lives, She teaches us a great deal 
about ourselves, our food, our clothes, 
our sleep/and so forth. The science 
of personal hygiene is intensely pra- 
ctical, it tells us, for instance, why 
wa-must use hot water and soap to 
wash our skins, why even hot water 
alone is not énough. f 

“A gseientific training is one of the 
most powerful chanacter-builders 
there is. For science is not antagonl- 
stic to the cultivation of artistic taste 
or to the highest conceptions of 
ethics. The notion that ‘sclence’ and 
‘materialism’ are synonymous is quite 
out of date. 

“Science teaches us reverence and 
humility—reverence for the beauty in 
the Universe and humility in presence 
of its mystery. For although we 
know so much about the Universe 
‘there is plenty of mystery in it—the 
mystery, for instance; of the origin 
and maintenance of life and the 
beauty of numberless living mechan- 
isms so perfectly adapted for their 
purposes or functions. 

“Sclence—reverent sclence-—fosters 
a love of beauty. Keats said that 
Newton, by explaining the colors of 
the rainbow, had destroyed [ts beauty. 
But Keats was very young when he 
said that. For the adequately in- 
structed mind, the man of science 
had added the sensuous beauty of 
the rainbow the intellectual beauty 
of a matherafical demonstration. The 
scent of the Uily would be no less de- 
lightful to me if some day I should 
come to know the chemical formula 
for the substance of the perfume.

But, aside from this, 
Minister Massey argues, the sinking 
of the Canadian schooner on the high 
seas after a tivo-days’ chase is not jus- 
tifiable under the principle of “hot and 
continuous pursuit,” because “the pur- 
suit did not begin within the terri- 
torial three-mile limit, which is an es- 
sential factor.” Moreover: 

“It is further to be noted that the 
cutter which’sank the schooner had 
not participated in the original - pur- 
suit, but had come up from an entirely 
different direction two days later. Un- 
der these circumstances, the most es- 
sential elements of justification under 
the doctrine of hot pursuit appear to 
be lacking,” 

His Majesty’s Government in Can- 
ada, Mr. Massey goes on to say, 
“would be loath to admit” that the 
right of seizure conferred by the 
treaty of 1924 “would warrant action 
so drastic as the destruction of a ves- 
sel; still less does authority appear to 
be conferred for the destruction of a 
vessel by shell-fire, accompanied by 
loss of life, after a pursuit lasting for 
two days.” ‘ 

Sdcretary Stimson’s reply contends 
that the doctrine of “hot pursuit” ap- 
plies where the chase begins within 
one hour's sailing distance of the 
coast; and that while the Wolcott be-

A signi- 
fieant fact in the case is that the 
Master of the I’m Alone preferred to 
te sunk rather than be taken into 
court, where the nature of its activ- 
ities, its distance from the coast, its 
speed and the other factors in the 
ease would have been subject to im- 
partial judicial examination.”

in “Our Dumb Animals.” Dr. Dalley 
said in’ part: * 


In our last broadcast 1 mentioned 

e fact that people either are ex- 
tremely fond of cats or cannot toler- 
ate them. We received many letters 
from those who were fond of them 
and a few from those who cannot tol- 
erate them. One of the latter letters 
contained a pamphlet éntitled, “The 
Menace -of the Cat.” In reading 
through this pamphlet we find the cat 
is blamed for upsetting nature's bird 
balance. We also read that the cat 
is unnecessary as a rodent destroyer 
because the various kinds of age 
poisonous rat virus on the market at 
the present do the work effectively. 

We have too much respect for the 
cat and know its habits too well to ac- | 
cept any such statement that the cat) 


not cause you a hundredth part of the 
trouble and destruction that the same 
number of rats or mice would cause,

destructive creatures, is always re- 

retted by those who know these fas- 

cinating creatures at their best. And 
to know any animal .at its best one 
must get acquainted with it.

Add 
to this list the squirrels, snakes, 
skunks, raccoons, weasels and foxes, 
and the spraying of trees with arsent- 
eal insecticides and the resurfacing of 
our roads with tarry dressings. ~ The 
last may seem a little far fetched, but 
only last summer we had fully fifty 
little birds brought in during one af- 
ternoon, victims of this road dressing. 
They light upon the apparently sandy 
surface; their little feet sink through 
into the tar and they are held prison- 
ers, In their efforts to free them- 
‘selves they become encased in a coat- 
ing of sand and tar that causes cer- 
tain death. 

Now, I hope we have a better idea 
of what really enters into the upset- 
ting of nature's bird balance. Divide 
the blame ‘properly and we find that 
the cat’s share is not so great, after 
all. From careful, personal observa- 
tions over a number of years, I have 
found that these birds-which usually 
fall victims to the cat are weaklings 
or injured birds that never would be 
able to again take care of themselves 
under the existing conditions, and if 
the cat didn’t appear on the scene 
to quickly end their sufferings they 
would eventually dle of thirst and star- 
vation.

Nothing requires more consideration 
than the water we drink when away 
from home If contaminated, it may 
cause typhoid or other iliness. A few 
aimple precautions are all that are 
necessary. 


. 


Swimming 


One of the summer's main attrac- 
tions is swimming. Swimmers can- 
not easily avoid taking some water 
into the mouth ,nose and ears; conse- 
quently the water should be as safe. 
as that required for drinking purposes. 
All indoor and artificial pools must be 
echlorinated in order to protect the 
bathérs. In open streams,or lakes, 
on the other. hand, it Is seldom feasi- 
ble tp treat the water hy chlorine as 
in closed pools. Under these condi- 
tions the bather must exerices dis- 
cretion about the quality of the water 
in which he swims. Rinning streams 
or lakes may be receiving sewage or 
other contamination. so closé to the 
bathing area as to make it. unsafe for 
use. Safety demands that you look 
around before you dive. Where pos- 
aible, use artificial pools. They are 
treated for your safety. 

Milk 


Be careful about all food away from 
home, particularly milk. Milk fs re- 
sponsible for the spread of much sick- 
ness. Pasteurization protects the 
consumer against this danger, Safe 
milk is pasteurized. Where this can- 
not be secured it may be rendtred 
safe by heating to 142 F. for 30 min- 
utes. If raw milk must be used, get 
it from a dairy free from infectious | 
diseases, and from cows that are free 
from tuberculosis.

TRANSPORTATION 

After the Armistice, when aireraft 
were released for civil work, they be- 
gan to be called on to undertake emer- 
gency flights, where speed was essen- 
tial, into the “emote parts of the coun-| 
try. Gradually, as more efficient and 
reliable machines came into use, there 
has been built up all ghrough north- 
ern Canada a wonderfu 
transport, by which today it is pos- 
sible to reach any part of the contin- 
ent in one, or at the most two days’ 
flight from civilization.

FLYING CLUBS 


A year ago ,to stimulate interest 
and disseminate a more general know- 
ledge and use of aviation in the cities 
of the Dominion, the Department of 
National Defence was given authority 


to assist in the formation of light 


aeroplane clubs, similar to those so 
successfully operated in Great Britain 
and Australia. To qualify for the 
grant of assistance, a club must pro- 
vide a fully qualified instructor, a 
suitable aerodrome and adequate pro- 
vision for the care and maintenance of 
aircraft, have a membership of at 
least 40 persons desirious of flying 
10 of whom must be ex-pilots. 


Sixteen clubs were dully approved . 


during 1928 and during the present 
year provision has been made for the 
formation of eight further glubs. This 
movement has met with a very grati- 
fying response from the public.

The project had its origin in 
the Imperial Conference in the fall of 
1928,, when the Prime Minister 
pledged the support of Canada in the

monwealth, In 1927 a suitable site 
was purchased at St. Hubert, seven 
miles south of Montreal, and in 1928 
the tower was actually built and the 
alled. The whole struc- 
ture will be tompleted and ready for 
use in the spring of 1929 and it is 
expected that airship flights to the 
tower from Cardington, the airship 
station in Great Britain, will, take 
place during 1929.—Montreal Stand- 
ard.

| height. These people lived in caves, 
after the manner of prehistoric cave- 
men. They had no sense of money 
‘value, although, curiously 
ithey had adapted themselves to the 
luse of the teeth of animals as a 
lof coinage. 
| In the caves where the people lived, 
\fiying foxes were kept until mature 
' growth was attained, In order that 
‘their molars might be extracted. The 


teeth were considered a most valuable} 


‘currency by the islanders. 

| Jn other parts of the Pacific, sharks’ 
‘teeth and highly-coloured beads were 
| used until a few years ago. Then came 
ithe island traders in search of pearls, 
lpearl shell and copra, giving cheap 
ornaments and musical instruments 
from German factories in exchange. 

The. oli trading vessels. have been 
replaced by steamers and large trad- 
ing companies of various nationalities 
have altered the value of things con- 
siderably.

Part of State to Protect 
Meteorological 
Station ~ 


Oslo, Norway.—The island of Jan 
Mayen has been officially incorporated 
in the Norwegian state. At the same 
time the director of metorological sta- 
tion there was given full police au- 
thority over the place, 

The annexation of this land, the 
foreign Affairs Department § an- 
nounces, is the natural consequence of 
the foundation of a weather forecast- 
ing station in Jan Mayen by the Nor- 
wegian Meteorological Institute in 
connection with the occupation of the 
island in 1922 and 1926. 

In the summer of 1921 a wireless 
station was built and on September 
ist the same year the first wireless 
connection between Norway and Jan 
Mayen was obtained. 

On July 1, 1922, the Geophysical In- 
stitute at Tromso (northern Norway) 
took ehagge of the wireless station in 
Jan Mayen and practically‘at the same 
time the first occupation was under- 
taken. In 1926-1926 foreign whaling 
expeditions began to produce difficul- 
ties for the station, and, accordingly, 
the director of the Geophysical recom- 
mended that the whole island be oc- 
cupled. This was commended in Feb- 
ruary, 1926, and completed the follow- 
ing April.
